This  is  the  first  full  year  since  the  introduction  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and  the  initial  difficulties  are  now  being 
overcome.  The  year  has  shown  that  many  of  the  services  under 
this  Act  are  expanding,  and  will  continue  to  expand.  One  instance 
of  this  expansion  is  the  Domestic  Help  Scheme  under  Section  29, 
where  cases  dealt  with  have  risen  from  361  in  1948  to  814  in  1949. 
The  response  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been  excellent 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  10  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

1 am  disturbed  by  the  rise  in  the  costs  of  the  Ambulance 
Service  in  spite  of  every  effort  in  the  field  of  economy,  but  I 
cannot  see  how  costs  can  be  reduced  when  its  expenditure  is 
governed  by  conditions  outside  the  Councils  control. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949,  duties  in  connection  with  Designated 
Milks  were  handed  over  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fish- 
eries, in  accordance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a tuberculin  survey  was  started 
in  the  Tiverton  and  South  Molton  areas,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  in  order  to  assess  the  incidence 
of  natural  tuberculous  infection  in  the  School  and  adolescent 
})opulation  (before  the  wholesale  introduction  of  B.C.G.  (Bacillus 
Calmette-Guerin)  vaccine).  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  survey 
was  not  complete  and  I will  include  full  details  in  my  next  annual 
report. 

I again  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  support  given  to  me  by  the  members  of  the  County  Council 
and  its  Committees  and  of  the  loyal  co-operation  and  work  of 
all  members  of  my  staff.

In  the  Administrative  County  there  were  2,759  deaths  from 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  (1,243  males  and 
1,516  females),  corresponding  to  a death  rate  of  5.5  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  compared  with  2,390  and  4.8  in  1948.  Of  these, 
1,625  (6.2  per  1,000)  occurred  in  the  combined  Urban  Districts, 
and  1,134  (4.7  per  1,000)  occurred  in  t’ne  combined  Rural  Districts. 

In  Table  II  will  be  found  the  number  of  deaths  and  death 
rates  from  these  diseases  for  tlie  several  districts  of  the  County. 


Cancer. 

In  the  x\dministrative  County  there  were  1,153  deaths  from 
Cancer,  (530  males,  and  623  females),  corresponding  to  a death 
rate  of  2.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  1,082  and 
2.2  in  1948.  Of  these,  660  (2.5  per  1,000)  occurred  in  the  combined 
Urban  Districts,  and  493  (2.1  per  1,000)  occurred  in  the  combined 
Rural  Districts. 

In  Table  II  will  be  found  the  number  of  deaths  and  death 
rates  from  this  disease  for  the  several  districts  of  the  County. 


Inter-cranial  Vascular  Lesions. 

In  the  Administrative  County  there  were  992  deaths  from 
Inter-cranial  Vascular  Lesions,  (385  males,  and  607  females), 
corresponding  to  a death  rate  of  1.9  ])er  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  878  and  1.6  in  1948.  Of  these,  581  (2.2  per  1,000) 
occurred  in  the  combined  Urban  Districts,  and  411  (1.7  ])er  1,000) 
occurred  in  the  combined  Rural  Districts.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

With  regard  to  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  a change 
brought  about  as  a result  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
is  that  under  Schedule  10,  local  sanitary  authorities  must  send  a 
copy  of  all  notifications  of  infectious  disease  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  the  County  Council  is  required  to  reimburse  local 
sanitary  authorities  for  any  fee  which  they  have  paid  for  the 
original  notification. 

Smallpox. 

As  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  County  Council’s  responsibility^ 
to  provide  for  the  isolation  hospital  treatment  of  cases  of  Smallpox 
passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  During  the  year  191!), 
one  case  of  Smallpox  was  reported  in  the  Administrative  County. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  417  cases  notified,  with  no  deaths  during  the 
year,  compared  with  254  cases  and  no  deaths  for  the  previous 
year.  Cases  were  reported  in  all  but  9 of  the  sanitary  districts. 

The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Tor(]uay  (72), 
Paignton  (31),  and  Plympton  St.  Mary  Rural  (24). 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  10  cases  notified,  with  no  deaths  during  the  year, 
compared  with  15  cases  and  no  deaths  for  the  previous  year.  The 
disease  was  notified  in  8 (5  urban,  3 rural)  of  the  18  sanitary 
districts. 

As  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  sole  responsibility  for  the  pro- 
vision of  facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  rests  with 
the  Local  Health  Authority.  P'urther  details  regarding  the  scheme 
which  was  brought  into  operation  on  the  5th  July  is  contained 
in  the  section  further  on  in  this  report  which  deals  with  Section  29 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

There  were  3 cases  with  no  deaths,  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  4 cases  and  1 death  for  the  prevdous  year.  The 
disease  was  notified  in  3 (1  urban,  2 rural)  of  the  48  sanitary 
districts. 
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Measles. 

There  were  4,934  cases  notified,  with  2 deaths,  during  the 
year,  compared  with  2,594  cases  and  1 death,  during  the  previous 
year.  The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Torquay  (524), 
St.  Thomas  Rural  (468),  and  Plympton  St.  Mary  Rural  (551). 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  1,357  cases  with  7 deaths,  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  1,058  cases  and  6 deaths,  during  the  previous 
year.  The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Barnstaple  (141), 
Kingsbridge  Rural  (126),  Torquay  (97),  and  Tiverton  Rural  (87). 

Diarrhoea. 

There  were  11  deaths  (urban  6,  rural  5)  of  children  under 
two  years  of  age  registered  during  the  year,  compared  with  14 
for  the  previous  year.  Deaths  were  reported  in  6 of  the  Urban 
and  in  5 of  the  Rural  areas. 

Influenza. 

There  were  50  deaths  (urban  24,  rural  26)  registered  during 
the  year,  compared  with  13  for  the  previous  year. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  337  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year. 
This  serious  disease  caused  *262  deaths  (urban  129,  rural  133), 
compared  with  166  for  the  previous  year. 

* The  deaths  include  both  notifiable  and  non-notifiable  cases. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

There  were  27  cases  notified  under  the  Regulations,  with 
one  death,  compared  with  16  cases  and  1 death  for  the  previous 
year. 

Poliomyelitis. 

79  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  9 deaths  registered. 

Polio- Encephalitis. 

13  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Gerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  4 deaths  i 
registered.  j 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

There  were  7 cases  notified,  compared  with  9 for  the  previous 
year.  (Further  reference  to  this  is  made  in  the  Maternity  and  I

The  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  on  Form  A (all 
forms)  amounted  to  377  (203  males,  174  females).  Of  this  number 
307  (179  males,  128  females),  suffered  from  Respiratory  forms.; 
of  Tuberculosis,  and  70  (24  males,  46  females)  from  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis.  The  number  of  notifications  (377)  is  lower  than 
the  corresponding  figure  for  1948  (390)  : — Pulmonary  cases, 
show  an  increase  of  2 and  non-pulmonary  a decrease  of  15. 
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Mortality. 

(a)  Pulmonary. 

During  the  year  1949,  166  deaths  (97  males  and  69  females) 
occurred  ; of  these,  78  occurred  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  88 
in  the  Rural  Districts. 

(b)  Non-Pulmonary. 

5 deaths  occurred  (3  males  and  2 females).  Of  this  number 
4 occurred  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  1 in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  171  deaths  (100  males  and  71  females),  82  in  the 
Urban  Districts  and  89  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Table  II  gives  the  number  of  deaths  and  death  rates  in  the 
various  districts  in  the  County.  (Registrar-General). 

The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  for  the  County  as  a whole  is  0.37 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

In  the  combined  Urban  Districts  the  death  rate  was  0.40 
and  in  the  combined  Rural  Districts  0.33.  In  the  Urban  Districts 
the  highest  death  rate  was  in  Dartmouth  (1.22)  and  in  the  Rural 
Districts  the  highest  death  rate  was  in  Crediton  (.72).

Grants  of  Extra  Nourishment,  etc. 

The  following  grants  were  made  during  the  \'ear  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  : — 

Extra  Nourishment — 158  grants  were  made  to  59  patients 
for  milk  at  the  rate  of  5/3d.  per  week. 


Occupational  Therapy. 

Under  arrangements  made  with  St.  Loyes  Cripples  Training 
College  for  Tuberculosis  patients  to  receive  instruction  in  their 
own  homes  by  2 Occupational  Therapists,  1,211  visits  were  made 
to  166  patients. 
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Shelters. 

Shelters  are  loaned  to  patients  on  the  advice  of  the  Tubercu- 
losis Officers  and  are  inspected  at  intervals  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers  and  Health  Visitors.  Jotal  number  available  67  ; (Of 
this  number,  7 are  on  loan  to  the  Grove  Nursing  Home,  Paignton, 
and  5 to  Windwhistle  Nursing  Home,  Poundsgate). 


Tuberculosis  Visiting. 

The  Health  Visitors  act  as  Tuberculosis  Visitors,  and  during 
the  year  1,627  visits  were  made  to  homes  of  tuberculous  patients. 
One  Health  Visitor  is  attached  to  each  of  the  3 Tuberculosis 
Clinics  and  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  Information  relating  to  patients  is  then  passed  to  the 
appropriate  Health  Visitor. 


Oakland’s  Park  Children’s  Home. 

There  are  58  beds  available  at  Oaklands  Park  Children’s 
Home  and  an  average  of  33  were  occupied  throughout  the  year. 
The  staff  consists  of  Matron,  1 assistant  nurse,  3 ward  orderlies, 
1 supervisor  of  children’s  activities,  who  also  organises  games 
and  meals,  and  3 domestic  staff. 

During  the  year  136  children  were  admitted,  139  were  dis- 
charged and  15  were  in  the  Home  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
latter  number  is  lower  than  the  average  for  the  year  as  many  of 
the  children  are  taken  home  for  Christmas.

Average  gain  in  weight  4 lbs.  15  ozs. 


Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

Although  blindness — its  cause,  prevention,  and  treatment — 
is  essentially  of  medical  interest,  powers  under  this  Act  have  been 
delegated  to  the  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

The  Scheme  of  Registration  contains  a proviso  that  before 
the  name  of  a blind  person  is  entered  in  the  Register,  he  must  be 
examined  by  a medical  practitioner  with  special  experience.  If, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  the  blind  person  is  unable  to  travel, 
his  name,  together  with  a certificate  from  his  own  medical  practi- 
tioner, is  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  his  approval 
before  being  placed  on  the  Register.

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The  percentage  of  patients  untraced  is  6.8.  This  is  rather 
a high  proportion  and  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  fact  that 
several  of  the  patients  discharged  in  1940  and  1941  were  evacuees 
from  other  parts  of  the  country  and  even  the  most  diligent  search 
has  failed  to  keep  track  of  them. 

Another  interesting  feature  of  this  table  is  the  relatively 
high  proportion  of  “ A ” cases  in  the  earlier  years  and  their  high 
death  rate.  These  figures  are  a commentary  on  the  improved 
methods  of  bacteriological  diagnosis  which  have  come  into  general 
use  during  the  past  five  years.  Had  routine  culture  of  sputum 
and  examination  of  gastric  contents  been  employed  in  the  earlier 
years  many  of  the  cases  classified  in  the  “ A ” group  would 
have  been  found  to  be  t.b.  po.sitive. 

Artificial  pneumothorax  was  attempted  in  81  cases,  of  which 
67  cases  were  successful,  and  14  unsuccessful.  In  addition  to 
this  9 patients  were  admitted  whose  pneumothorax  had  been 
induced  elsewhere.  19  cases  of  pneumoperitoneum  were  induced 
during  the  year  and  2 patients  were  admitted  whose  pneumo- 
peritoneum had  been  induced  elsewhere.  The  total  refills  given 
during  the  year  amounted  to  2,449. 

The  out-patient  clinic  continues  to  do  useful  work  with 
consultations  and  refills  for  patients  who  live  in  the  neighbourhood. 
The  number  of  new  patients  seen  during  the  year  in  this  depart- 
ment was  172,  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  781.  More- 
over, arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Polish  Hostel  at  Stover,  Nr.  Newton  Abbot  makes  use  of 
the  sanatorium  facilities  for  conducting  an  out-patient  clinic 
for  tuberculous  Poles.  The  number  of  new  patients  who  attended 
during  the  year  was  248,  and  the  total  attendances  were  496. 

86  blood  examinations,  mostly  in  connection  with  transfusion 
work,  were  carried  out  in  the  sanatorium  during  the  year.

During  the  year  1949,  7,354  (6,995  legitimate,  359  illegitimate) 
births  were  registered  in  the  Administrative  County,  including 
Torquay  (3,898  males  and  3,456  females)  : this  is  a decrease  of 
506  on  the  year  1948.  Of  the  total  number  of  births,  3,671 
occurred  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  3,683  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  County  for  1949  was  14.7  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  compared  with  15.7  in  1948,  17.9  in  1947, 
17.3  in  1946  and  15.5  in  1945. 

In  the  combined  Urban  Districts  the  birth  rate  was  14.1  and 
in  the  combined  Rural  Districts  15.3.  Table  I shows  the  number 
of  births  and  the  birth  rate  in  each  of  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts.  In  the  Urban  Districts  the  highest  rate  was  in  Hols- 
worthy  and  the  lowest  in  Seaton.  In  the  Rural  Districts  the 
highest  rate  was  in  Honiton  and  the  lowest  in  Okehampton. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1949  was  16.7  compared  with 
17.9  in  1948. 


Illegitimate  Births. 

There  were  359  illegitimate  births  (Urban  203,  Rural  156) 
(Males  192,  females  167)  registered,  giving  a rate  of  5.5  per  cent 
for  the  Urban  and  4.2  per  cent  for  the  Rural  births,  with  a general 
rate  of  4.8  per  cent  for  the  County. 

Stillbirths. 

There  were  177  stillbirths  (105  males,  72  females)  registered 
in  the  County,  giving  a rate  of  24  per  1,000  total  births. 

Notifications — Births. 

Under  Section  203(2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  all 
births  in  the  Administrative  County  must  be  notified  witliin  36 
hours  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.

Of  the  total  deaths,  114  occurred  1 
in  the  Urban  Districts  and  98  in  the  Rural  Districts.  The  infantile 
mortality,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  per  1,000  . 
live  births,  for  the  Administrative  County  was  28.8  compared 
with  28.6  in  1948.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  in  the  Urban 
Districts  was  31.1,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts  26.6.  Table  I 
shows  the  number  of  infantile  deaths  with  rates  per  1,000  births 
for  each  district  in  the  Administrative  County.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

30  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  during  the  year. 
18  of  these  occurred  in  institutions  and  12  were  domiciliary  con- 
finements. 5 of  the  latter  were  removed  to  hospital  for  treat- 
ment. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

During  1949  there  occurred  in  the  Administrative  County 
11  deaths  as  a result  of  cliildhirth.  This  represents  a rate  of  1.49 
per  1,000  live  births.

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

Under  Sections  187-194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  12 
Nursing  Homes  have  been  registered  for  29  maternity  beds  and 
74  others,  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  Homes  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  61,  providing  112  maternity 
and  398  other  beds.  This  excludes  Tor(]uay,  to  whom  all  functions 


c 
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under  the  above  Sections  were  delegated.  No  applications  for 
registration  were  refused. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  Nursing  Homes  for  the 
purpose  of  ensuring  that  the  Bye-Laws  made  by  the  County 
Council  under  the  Act  have  been  duly  observed. 

Nurseries  and  Child-Minders  Regulation  Act  1948. 

During  the  year  one  application  for  registration  of  premises 
as  a Day  Nursery  was  received  and  approved  to  provide  for  12 
children. 

No  applications  were  received  from  persons  desiring  to  register 
as  Child-Minders. 

Nurses  Acts  1919-1945. 

Four  applications  for  licences  to  carry  on  agencies  for  the 
supply  of  nurses,  under  these  acts,  were  received  during  the  year, 
and  licences  issued.  Two  applications  were  from  Torquay,  one 
from  Crownhill,  and  the  other  from  Paignton. 


Child  Life  Protection. 

The  care  of  children  under  the  age  of  17  who  have  no  parents 
or  guardians  or  have  been  abandoned  or  lost  or  whose  parents 
or  guardians  are  prevented  for  the  time  being  or  permanently 
through  incapacity  or  any  other  circumstances  from  providing 
proper  accommodation,  maintenance  and  upbringing,-  is  dealt 
with  by  the  Children’s  Officer.  The  Health  Visitors  continue  to 
visit  the  homes  and  submit  reports  on  all  cases  under  the  Children’s 
Act  and  any  homes  where  children  are  to  be  fostered.  The 
number  of  visits  by  Health  Visitors  under  this  Section  was  1,262. 

Family  Planning  and  Birth  Control. 

The  Devon  County  Council  make  a grant  to  the  Women’s 
Welfare  Association,  which  is  a branch  of  the  Family  Planning 
Association.  The  number  of  cases  seen  under  the  Devon  County 
Council’s  arrangements  was  123  new  cases  and  665  continuation 
cases,  as  compared  with  109  and  884  in  1948.

Maternity  Outfits. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  these  outfits 
are  supplied  free  of  charge  in  domiciliary  confinements,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  throughout  the  County  for  outfits 
to  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  local  District  Nurse/Midwife. 
The  number  issued  during  the  year  was  2,295. 


Dental  Treatment. 

In  this  section  of  the  report  for  the  year  1918,  full  details 
; of  the  scheme  then  in  operation  were  given.  In  March  of  the 
' year  under  review  the  Dental  Clinic  at  Kingsbridge,  on  the 
' Council’s  own  premises  at  “ Greenhill,”  was  ojiened,  and  close 
: liason  with  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  which  is  held  in  the  same 
building,  has  been  established.  At  Rideford  Hospital  the  building 
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operations,  which  it  had  hoped  would  have  provided  accommoda- 
tion for  dental  operations,  have  been  curtailed.  Alternative 
accommodation  in  this  area  is  therefore  being  sought.  The 
clinic  at  Crediton  is  nearing  completion,  and  should  be  opened 
early  in  1950.  At  Holsworthy  the  plans  for  the  adaptation  of 
premises  at  Dawfield  Hospital  are  proceeding  slowly. 

As  was  anticipated,  the  demand  for  treatment  from  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  has,  to  a large  extent,  been  absorbed  by  the 
general  dental  service,  especially  in  areas  where  the  clinic  facilities 
aro  of  a makeshift  nature,  but  at  Barnstaple,  Newton  Abbot, 
Exmouth,  Torquay  and  Paignton,  where  well  equipped  dental 
clinics  are  in  operation,  there  has  continued  a steady  demand  for 
the  services  of  the  County  Dental  Officers.  A number  of  cases 
referred  for  treatment  have  been  those  of  a more  difficult  nature  ; 
cases  of  women  living  in  isolated  areas  with  gross  sepsis  in  the 
later  months  of  pregnancy,  also  cases  where  there  has  been  a 
history  of  haemorrhage  following  previous  extractions.  In  a 
number  of  these  cases  the  women  have  been  hospitalised  for  a 
few  days,  and  their  extractions  carried  out  under  in-patient 
conditions  where  proper  facilities  for  after-care  exist. 

The  noteworthy  feature  of  the  year’s  statistics  is  that  the 
figures  for  inspection,  and  treatment,  of  pre-school  children  have 
risen  steeply  ; double  the  number  for  the  previous  year  having 
been  inspected,  and  something  like  two  and  a half  times  the 
number  actually  receiving  treatment. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  form  in  which  the  Ministry  have  asked 
for  the  figures  to  be  submitted  cannot  entirely  be  complied  with 
owing  to  the  late  receipt  of  the  “ pro  forma.”  It  is  hoped  to 
correct  this  omission  for  the  year  1950. 

Radiographic  examination  of  the  jaws  of  adults  is  of  much 
importance  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis,  and  is  also  occasionally  neces- 
sary, but  not  so  easy  to  accomplish,  in  the  case  of  young  children. 

” Kingsway  ” Dental  X-ray  machines  have  been  installed  at 
Barnstaple,  Torquay,  Tiverton,  Exmouth,  and  Plympton  clinics. 
A transportable  Philips  ” Oralix  ” machine  is  also  available 
which  can  be  used  anywhere  where  an  alternating  current  mains 
electricity  supply  and  an  earthing  water  pipe  is  available. 

Artificial  dentures  are  at  present  processed  by  a firm  of 
dental  technicians  in  Exeter  under  contract  with  the  County 
Council.  94  partial,  and  117  full  dentures  were  supplied  in  1949  ' 
to  128  persons.  Detailed  figures  of  the  treatment  carried  out 
are  given  in  Table  V.

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Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. 

Unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  are  cared  for  by 
arrangement  with  the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Workers,  to  whom 
a grant  is  made  by  the  County  Council,  who,  in  addition,  pay 
travelling  expenses  of  three  workers  engaged  on  cases  referred 
by  the  County  Medical  Department.  During  this  period  the 
number  of  cases  dealt  with  was  150  and  of  these  20  were  admitted 
to  St.  Olave's  for  whom  the  County  Council  contributed  for 
maintenance  on  a case  basis. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

There  were  75  Centres  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
all  of  which  are  now  administered  by  the  County  Council.  The 
majority  have  Voluntary  Committees  to  assist  in  running  them, 
and  in  outlying  rural  areas  transport  is  provided  to  convey  mothers 
and  children  to  the  nearest  Centres.  During  the  year  6 new 
centres  were  opened  at  Bradworthy,  Horrabridge,  East  Portle- 
mouth,  Morchard  Bishop,  Northam  and  Winkleigh. 

At  the  Welfare  Centres  full  facilities  are  given  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  welfare  foods  to  mothers  attending  the  Centres,  under 
the  Ministry  of  Food  Scheme. 

Full  details  of  the  Centres  are  given  in  the  accompanying 
Table  with  the  days  on  which  sessions  are  held.

Arrangements  for  the  institutional  accommodation  of  women 
who  were  found  to  have  an  abnormal  condition,  having  unsuitable 
accommodation  for  confinement  at  home,  suffering  from  puerperal 
fever  or  pyrexia  or  suffering  from  venereal  disease  are  made  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Consultant  Services. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  make  arrangements  for  con- 
sultants to  see  patients  at  hospitals,  maternity  homes  and  in  their 
own  homes,  at  the  request  of  the  medical  practitioner.  The 
services  of  a Consultant  may  be  obtained  by  any  general  medical 
practitioner  applying  direct  to  the  nearest  hospital. 


SECTION  24  HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  on  the  County  staff  at  Decem- 
ber 31st  was  41,  and  the  County  is  divided  so  that  each  Health 
Visitor  has  her  own  area.  They  provide  their  own  cars  and  receive 
the  County  Council  allowance  for  travelling.  In  addition  to  their 
duties  as  Health  Visitors  they  are  employed  as  School  Nurses, 
the  proportion  of  time  allocated  being  70%  health  visiting  and 
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30%  school  nursing.  The  Health  Visitor,  in  addition  to  home 
visiting,  acts  as  tuberculosis  visitor,  and  also  undertakes  certain 
duties  relating  to  the  inspection  of  homes  at  the  request  of  the 
Children’s  Officer.

SECTION  25— HOME  NURSING. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  health  authority  to  provide  nurses 
to  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes. 

There  are  11  whole-time  home  nurses,  5 part-time,  and  144 
who  combine  home  nursing  and  midwifery  duties.  The  number 
of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  13,906  general  cases,  and 
the  number  of  visits  paid  was  300,865.

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SECTION  28— PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 

AFTER-CARE. 

Under  this  Section,  local  health  authorities  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Minister,  make  arrangements  for  the  prevention 
of  illness,  and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  sick  or  mentally 
defective  persons,  and  are  required  to  make  arrangements  to 
such  extent  as  the  Minister  directs.  At  present,  the  Minister 
has  only  issued  directions  that  arrangements  be  made  by  local 
health  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  tuberculosis 
and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  tubercu- 
losis. Local  health  authorities  are  also  required  to  consider  the 
desirability  of  making  arrangements  under  Section  28  with  regard 
to  persons  suffering  from  any  other  kind  of  illness. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  tuber- 
culous persons  to  be  undertaken  by  Specialists  at  the  C.hest 
Clinics  (whose  services  are  now  shared  by  the  Local  Health  Auth- 
ority and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board),  the  Health  Visitors  and 
Occupational  Therapists. 

Details  of  the  work  undertaken  under  this  Section  are  given 
earlier  in  the  report  under  “ Tuberculosis.” 


SECTION  29— DOMESTIC  HELP.  (Home  Help  Service). 


Under  this  Section  of  the  Act  the  County  Council  is  given 
authority  to  provide  domestic  help  for  ” households  where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age  within  the  meaning  of  the  Educa- 
tion Act  1944,”  and  ” may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister, 
recover  from  persons  availing  tliemselves  of  the  domestic  help 
so  provided  such  charges  (if  any)  as  the  Authority  consider 
reasonable,  having  regard  to  the  means  of  tho.se  persons.”

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SECTION  27— AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Organisation. 

With  one  exception,  no  change  in  organisation  of  any  magni- 
tude has  taken  place  during  1949.  As  might  be  expected  there 
were  several  minor  adjustments  to  be  made  to  the  initial  set-up, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  Voluntary  Services — 
S.J.A.B.  and  B.R.C.S. — have  fully  justified  the  confidence  that 
the  County  Council  placed  in  them  in  1948.  In  no  case  has  there 
been  any  complaint  either  in  the  Press  or  by  the  general  public. 

The  exception,  referred  to  above,  has  been  the  transference 
of  the  Ambulance  Stations  at  Torquay,  Brixham,  Dartmouth, 
Crediton  and  Torrington,  from  the  Fire  Service  to  the  Voluntary 
Organisations.  Thus,  at  the  beginning  of  1950,  all  Ambulance 
Stations  in  this  County  are  operated  under  agency  agreements. 

Ambulances. 

There  are  now  some  62  ambulances  operating  in  the  County 
of  which  five  have  been  bought  during  the  year  by  the  County 
Council  of  standard  design  viz  : Bedford  30  cwt.  chassis  with 
bodies,  locally  made,  to  the  Council's  specification.  Five  more 
similar  ambulances  will  be  ordered  for  replacements  in  1950. 
The  retention  of  a few  spare  ambulances  to  relieve  casualties 
has  proved  satisfactory. 

Sitting-Case  Vehicles. 

The  Council  do  not  own  any  cars  for  medical  transport  but 
rely  on  the  Hospital  Car  Service  (380  drivers)  and  hiring  for  this 
part  of  the  Service.  The  number  of  sitting  cases  has  increased 
steadily  during  the  year  and  this  increase  shows  no  signs  of  abating ; 
there  is  still  no  appearance  of  a peak.  The  remedy — if  such  be 
the  word — lies  clearly  in  the  hands  of  the  Doctors  and  others  who 
are  authorised  to  obtain  such  transport  and  who  alone  can  decide 
when  it  is  necessary. 

Railways. 

Increasing  use  has  been  made  of  trains  for  transport  over 
long  distances  ; the  Railway  Authorities  have  been  most  co- 
operative.

The  Amendment  Act. 

Since  Devon  relies  very  largely  on  the  Hospital  services  in 
the  County  Boroughs  of  Exeter  and  Plymouth,  the  effect  of  this 
Act  will  increase  the  cost  of  the  County  Ambulance  Service  con- 
siderably. It  is  noted  with  misgiving  that  the  principle  of  the 
paying  authority  being  able  to  satisfy  itself  as  to  the  need  for  any 
journey  has  been  abrogated.  There  may  also  be  a rise  in  the 
cost  of  administration  occasioned  by  the  necessity  to  check 
individual  journeys. 

General  Trend. 

So  far  as  the  patient  is  concerned  there  is  no  reason  to  fear 
the  County  Medical  Transport  will  not  continue  to  provide  an 
effective  service.  The  number  of  sitting-cases  will  undoubtedly 
increase.  Costs  will  rise,  due  to  the  Amendment  Act  and_  the 
extra  administration  needed  to  deal  with  it.  While  the  Service 
may  continue  to  be  effective  operationally,  it  cannot  expect  to 
be  economical  while  its  expenditure  is  governed  by  conditions 
outside  of  its  control.

The  duty  of  ascertaining  what  persons 
in  the  area  are  defectives  ; providing  suitable  super- 
vision or  taking  steps  to  secure  that  the  defectives  are 
placed  under  institutional  care  or  guardianship  ; and 
securing  training  or  occupation  for  those  not  in  institu-  ' | 
tions.  (Sections  30  (a),  (b),  (c.c)  and  (d).  Mental  Deficiencv  ' | 
Acts,  1913-1938).  ’ : 

Generally-  The  power  and,  to  the  extent  that  the  Minister  : 
directs,  the  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care  > 
and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  . 
or  defectiveness.  (vSection  28,  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946).” 
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In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/50

(i)  Administration. 

(a)  Constitution  and  meetings  of  Mental  Health  vSub-Committee. 
The  Mental  Health  Sub-(iommittee  consists  of  12  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  being  members  of  the  County 
Council  and  3 persons  nominated  by  the  Devon  and  Exeter 
Association  for  Mental  Health, 

(b)  Number  and  qualifications  of  staff  employed  in  the  Mental 
Health  Service  (Medical  Officers  and  Social  Workers, 
Duly  Authorised  Officers,  Child  Guidance  Clinics,  Occupa- 
tion Centre  Supervisors,  Home  Teachers),  will  be  found  at 
the  beginning  of  this  report. 

J-  J-  Justice,  one  of  the  County  Psychiatrists,  resigned 
and  left  the  service  of  the  Council  on  31.8.49.  Dr.  H.  Scott- 
Forbes,  the  other  County  Psychiatrist,  has  remained  part- 
time  in  the  service  of  the  Council  until  January,  1950, 
when  the  newly  appointed  Medical  Advisor  in  Mental 
Health,  Dr.  Christina  McLeay,  takes  up  her  ap])ointment. 

The  Occupation  Centres  at  Torquay  and  Parnstaple  have 
continued.  It  has  not  so  far  been  possible  to  obtain  the 
necessary  teaching  staff  to  enable  the  new  Occupation 
Centre  at  Plymstock  to  open,  but  every  effort  is  being  made 
for  this. 

The  Occupation  Centre  to  be  opened  in  Exeter  by  the 
Exeter  City  Council  to  which  it  has  jmovisionally  been 
arranged  to  send  some  C'ounty  cases  from  nearby  has  not 
yet  been  opened. 

(c)  Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospital 
Management  Committees.  (Joint  use  of  Officers  ; super- 
vision of  patients  on  trial  or  on  licence  from  Mental  Hospital 
and  Institutions  for  Mental  Defectives,  etc.). 

There  are  no  joint  user  arrangements  as  such  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  the  Hospital  Management 
Committees,  but  close  co-operation  exists. 

Social  histories  are  provided  of  patients  admitted  to  the 
various  mental  hospitals  and  those  leaving  on  trial  are  kept 
in  touch  with  by  the  Social  Workers  in  Mental  Health. 
Reports  are  sent  to  the  Medical  .Siq^erintendents  concerning 
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all  patients  after  they  have  left  hospital  and  in  certain  cases 
by  arrangement  patients  are  taken  to  Psychiatric  Out- 
patient Clinics. 

The  Local  Authority  co-operate  with  the  Royal  Western 
Counties  Institution  Hospital  Group  in  reporting  on  the 
home  conditions  of  patients  going  on  holiday.  In  a few 
cases  the  Social  Workers  supervise  patients  on  licence  from 
Certified  Institutions  in  other  hospital  groups  not  in  the 
South  West  Region,  but  all  long  term  licence  cases  are 
dealt  with  by  the  Social  Welfare  Department  at  the  Royal 
Western  Counties  Institution,  Starcross. 

(d)  Duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 

There  are  no  duties  delegated  to  any  Voluntary  Associations 
as  all  the  statutory  and  other  work  is  being  undertaken  by 
the  Council  staff. 

(e)  Whether  arrangements  have  been  initiated  for  the  training 
of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

There  is  one  Trainee  Social  Worker,  commenced  1.5.49. 


(ii)  Account  of  work  undertaken  in  the  community. 

(a)  Under  vSection  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  ; 
Prevention,  care  and  after-care  ; and 

(b)  Under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930, 
by  duly  authorised  officers. 

For  figures  see  tables  : 

During  the  year  Miss  S.  A.  Abley  has  been  appointed 
Senior  Social  Worker.  This  has  enabled  the  Department 
to  proceed  with  its  plan  for  the  After-Care  of  cases  leaving 
Mental  Hospitals  and  fuller  implementation  of  Section  28 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  with  special 
reference  to  preventive  care. 

The  Social  Workers  in  Mental  Health  work  together  as 
a team  and  cover  all  duties  in  connection  with  community 
care  and  admission  to  hospitals  and  institutions.  No  one 
is  employed  solely  as  an  Authorised  Officer  and  in  most 
cases  the  Worker  who  arranges  for  the  admission  of  the 
patient  is  the  one  who  assists  in  the  social  recovery  when 
the  patient  leaves  hospital. 
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As  more  accommodation  becomes  available  for  senile 
patients  so  there  will  be  more  time  for  preventive  work 
and  less  use  of  the  power  of  compulsory  removal. 

The  Social  Worker  in  Mental  Health  working  in  the 
community  and  not  attached  to  any  specific  hospital  spends 
a great  deal  of  his  or  her  time  visiting  people  in  their  own 
homes.  This  gives  unique  opportunity  for  observing  such 
things  as  marital  disharmony,  sexual  maladjustment, 
adolescent  instability,  etc.  An  increasing  number  of 
individuals  are  being  kept  in  touch  with  (see  figures  in  the 
tables  which  follow)  with  the  object  of  prevention  of  break- 
down or  for  the  purpose  of  persuading  the  patient  to  take 
early  treatment  before  the  illness  becomes  acute. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  Medical  Prac- 
titioners, statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  and  other  social 
agencies. 

Positive  mental  health  cannot  be  separated  from  health, 
education,  choice  of  careers,  employment  conditions 
generally  and  every  contact  made  contributes  in  some  small 
way  to  the  better  understanding  of  the  principles  that 
govern  sound  mental  health  and  so  help  to  raise  the  general 
level  of  human  fitness.

Milk  in  Schools  Schemes. 

During  the  year  the  herds  of  producers  supplying  milk  under 
this  scheme  have  been  examined  quarterly,  and  samples  of  milk 
submitted  from  any  suspicious  cows. 

618  samples  of  milk  from  these  producers  have  been  taken 
for  cleanliness,  and  of  these,  203  have  failed  to  reach  the  required 
standard — this  number  also  includes  repeat  failed  samples. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Particulars  are  given  in  Tables  A and  B of  the  sampling 
carried  out  during  1949,  under  the  above  Act. 

Most  of  the  cases  taken  to  Court  have  concerned  milk,  but 
as  will  be  seen  from  Table  A the  samples  have  covered  a very 
wide  range  of  foods  and  drugs. 

The  seven  Sampling  Officers  continue  to  discharge  their 
duties  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  have  been  found  to  show 
unusual  ingenuity  in  obtaining  some  of  the  specimens.  Their 
work  is  by  no  means  congenial,  but  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that 
not  one  complaint  has  been  received  against  the  way  in  which 
the  Sampling  Officers  have  carried  out  their  duties. 

Cases  of  infestation  with  meal  mites  continue  to  be  reported 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  generally  in  pudding  powders  or  cereals. 
The  Local  Sanitary  Authority  is  asked  to  deal  with  such  cases 
and  particular  attention  is  paid  by  their  Officers  to  the  methods 
adopted  for  the  storage  of  foodstuffs  which  have  become  affected. 

From  time  to  time  cases  arise  where  “ Appeal  to  the  Herd  ” 
specimens  of  milk  are  as  low  as  (and  sometimes  lower  than)  the 
original  samples.  It  is  our  normal  practice  in  such  cases  to  refer 
the  details  to  the  Technical  Department  of  the  Devon  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  whose  Officers  are  always  ready  to  discuss 
the  problem  with  the  farmer  or  dairyman  concerned.  Often 
irregularity  of  milking  and  unsuitable  or  irregular  feeding  a])pear 
to  cause  a reduction  in  the  non-fatty  solids  content  of  milk.  A 
sudden  change  of  diet  may  also  have  a bearing  on  this  matter. 

Cases  of  deficiency  of  milk  fat  are  often  traced  to  improper 
stirring  (particularly  when  milk  is  bottled)  and  the  old  practice 
of  allowing  calves  to  suck  out  the  “ strippings  ” is  a frecpient 
cause  of  the  trouble.

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RIVERS  POLLUTION  PREVENTION. 

Rivers  throughout  the  County  are  still  supervised  by  the 
County  Sanitary  Officers.  Cases  of  pollution  are  investigated 
and  appropriate  action  taken  where  unsatisfactory  conditions 
are  found. 

The  effluent  from  milk  factories,  paper  mills  and  cider  works, 
continues  to  present  considerable  difficulty,  but  progress  has 
been  made  in  eliminating  this  source  of  pollution. 

Many  Local  Authorities  are  proceeding  with  the  provision 
of  improved  sewage  disposal  systems,  which  is  having  a beneficial 
effect  on  the  condition  of  the  rivers. 

Pollution  of  a river  by  effluent  containing  cyanide  was 
traced  to  a metal-hardening  works.  Immediate  steps  were  taken 
to  stop  the  pollution  and  to  remove  deposits  of  cyanide  along 
the  river  bank,  and  the  Proprietors  were  persuaded  to  put  in  the 
necessary  equipment  for  effectively  dealing  with  their  trade 
effluent. 

The  increased  activity  in  the  china  clay  industry  has  called 
for  consultation  with  the  owners  of  various  workings  in  order 
to  overcome  the  danger  caused  to  adjacent  streams  by  waste  from 
the  mica-beds  and  workings.  Slight  improvement  has  been 
effected  but  pollution  keep  recurring,  due  to  weather  conditions 
and  increased  activity  in  the  industry. 

It  has  been  found  that  more  interest  is  being  taken  in  the 
possibility  of  discharging  trade  effluents  into  public  sewers,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Drainage  of  Trade  Premises 
Act,  1937.  Proprietors  are  contacting  Local  Authorities  in  many 
areas,  asking  if  facilities  are  available.  This  often  presents 
considerable  difficulties,  as  in  many  instances  the  trade  waste  is 
larger  in  quantity  and  “ stronger  " than  the  domestic  sewage  of 
the  area.  Also,  such  combined  effluents  call  for  trained  super- 
vision during  treatment,  whereas  in  the  case  of  domestic  sewage 
disposal  alone,  such  trained  personnel  is  not  usually  allowed  for, 
often  to  the  detriment  of  the  disposal  works.  Such  cases  emphasize 
the  advantage  of  regional  schemes  serving  a large  area  rather  than 
a number  of  small  inadequately  managed  disposal  works  which 
are  incapable  of  dealing  with  the  combined  domestic  and  trade 
wastes.

CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN.  j 

Many  Local  Authorities  throughout  the  County  have  adopted] 
the  Model  By-laws.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  inaugurate  a 
Clean  Food  Campaign,  with  a Technical  Committee  to  advise] 
on  matters  of  difficulty.  The  aim  of  this  Campaign  is  to  stimulate] 
interest  in  the  clean  handling  and  distribution  of  food,  especially 
in  small  Urban  and  all  Rural  Areas.  As  yet  the  scheme  is  in  its 
infancy,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  result  in  considerable  improve-] 
ment  in  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food  in  the  County. 

In  conjunction  with  the  County  Education  Department,  all 
school  and  domestic  science  kitchens  are  sprayed  with  a D.D.T.j 
preparation — “ Vermicine  ” — twice  a year,  i.e.  during  Easter! 
and  Summer  vacations.  This  is  done  to  fly-proof  these  food- 
handling establishments.  The  scheme  has  been  in  force  now  some] 
'three  years  and  has  proved  very  successful.  There  is  no  doubt! 
that  its  value  as  a means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  disease  by] 
flies  is  very  high.  The  reports  as  to  the  marked  decrease  in  fly] 
population  are  most  encouraging.  J
